Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: there is no structural or functional difference 
between the claim egress module of claim 1 and the output port 90a in Fig. 6 of Erimli. Note that Erimli teaches that "Output port 90a 
generates a PAUSE frame upon receiving the signal from the port vector FIFO 56. The PAUSE frame is generated. .and forwarded to the 
frist network station 14a" (col. 15, lines 38-42) and "As the port vector FIFO 56 places the frame pointer..., it alerts the transmitting output 
port (i.e., output port 90a) that output queue 58b has reached its threshold value" (col. 15, lines 31-35). Therefore, the output port 90a 
functions the same as the claimed egress module that exercises flow control on the channel for each of the classes of service when the 
count for the class of service exceeds a predetermined threshold for the class of service. Thus, the claimed egress module is clearly met.
